luaunup Arago, and alterwards spoke a fow
words with bim. Hoe also saluted several pore
sons whom hoe recognlzed in Court.

The el sbortly after commenced by the
outablishment of the prissner’s identity, The
FProcurenr-General, De Marnas, conduooted (he

wosecution, The jury having been sworn, Lhe
ndiotment wns reud.

During the reading of this dooument Bara«
gowaki showed some emotion, bul nol much
The presiding Jodge then proceeded to Intoreo-
gite him, and, from the answerd glven, It ap-
peared that ho did not know where his futher
or brothers and sikters wers, nor waat had be-
come of them; thet in 1568 his Msher in valn
attemptod 1o dissunde him from jJolulug the
Polish fnsurrection, and, 10 consequancs, gava
him nis maledietion. He came, he nul:{. Lo
Parin in 1805, where he followed the handlorart |
of o locksmith, When ssked what Look bim
to the Nomthern Raliway terminus when the
Cyar wirived, he answered, “To see whelle
1 ecould not punisn him for what h

had done, and in order that he migh
pot commit the saorilege of getting ol
foot upon the French soll.” From tha
moment, and indoead before, he deolared ho had
determived to kil the Caar; when he thought
he conld aceom piisgh 1t be no longer hositiated
He bad not coutlded Lis purpossd 1o any one fo-
fear ol belng beirayed, He then sald he had
bought the pistol and powder, and went to thas
entrance to the opera, but made no attempt
there, a8 be conld wot acourately distinguish
beitween Lthe Kmperor Napoleon and the Czar
when they were leaving. On the 6th of June he
weut W the review o endeavor Lo exeoute his
lmrpmo. When he fired he ook alm only at
he Czar. He Intended to shoat, "Poland for
aver!” but was prevented. By thatory he wished
to show Lthat whnt he attempled was done 1o the
eause of bis country, Hoe alimed at the Czar's
head, and if the ball had pot missed it would
have kil ed him, *I hada right to klll him,"”
said the prisoner, *“He has ruined our connliry
and mussacred the Inbhablitants, By & stoke of
the pen e bas sent everybody to Siberia, nod
shiould | nol bave the right Lo avooge thom?"
Hul,” aslied the President, “the Czar, yon say,
s not your soverelgn; In that opse he I8 your
rellow-man, and you bave no right to kill your
fel ow.” “He my teliow!” exclalmed the pri-
soner: “he mayv be called Emperor and Caar;
but bi- nume eanuotb be honored by any one,”
Berex wskisaid he was convineed thoe Empe-
ror Niopuleon conld not have been Llt, us he
wis quite sure of bis alm.

Thia concluded the examination by the
Judge, Twenty-one witbesses were hoard, who
degosed to the fucts already known and ad-
mitted. Five persons were called In favor of
the prisoner, but their evidence merely reluted
o vw privete gharaoer,

The public prosscutor, De Marnas, then ad-
dresscu Lie jury for the rrosanuuon, dwailing
on the helnous nature of the orime, whioh In
facl the prisoner not only admitted, but seemed
to.glory 1o,

« Arago spolke for the defense, dwelllng prin-
olpaily ou the treatment which the prisoner's
country, Poland, had undergone from the Ruas-
slap Guvernment, and with ‘ull sanetion of the
Czar. The honorable advocate went on to nar-
rate the clreumsiances which led to the Insar-
rection of Poland In 1563, and to show In what
terms that movement hnd been viewed, If not
Justified, in the despatches of the French Gov-
ernmen it

The presidiog Judge hers Interrupled the
learned gentloman, and reguested blm 1o cous
flne his defense Lo the facis of the cnse as ex-
posed to the jaory, and not to enter Into politicnl
considcrations unless under an absolule ne-
cessiLy.
= M. Arago malontalned that he was fully en-
tied to pursue the courss of defense which he
had adopted, and be read from a journal of
Moroow & stutemant to the affect that, contrary
to the declarn lon+ of the prisoner, wuo wWas
il ignorant of wue Mol all bis family had been
tiansporied Lo Slberia.

Toe Judge nguin stopped the learned advo-
catewlth the observalion that he ought to have
commuunionted the lnformation glvea by the
Jjournal to the public prosegator.,

M Arago maintained that be had s perfect
1ighbt w conduot his defense of the prisoner as
e thought best, and withont oy previons com-
mupication, The learned gentleman then pro-
cetded with his sddress, argul that the
immenss provoeation whioh the prisoner con-
ceived he and all hls conpirymen bad recelved,
was the renl enuse of Lis ollent's attempt.

Al4o'clock thejury withdrew 1o conslder the
evidencs, nud retarned In less than a quarter
of an hour with a verdict of cullty, but with
extenuating clicumstauces, The Uourt then
delivered 1ts judgment, and sentenced the pri-
sonsl 1o nard labor for life.

GRASSHOPPERS.

A Bweeping Plagne in Hansas—Corps
Extonsively Damaged -Winter Whent
Almost Knatirely Destroyed —-Other
Urops Serfously Injured—Depariure of
the Destroyers,

Kansas Corvespondence Qinoinnali Gazette, July 18,

You are already nware thal the grasshoppers,
or Egypilan locusts, totally deswroyed toe crops
of winter whent sown Iu the nutamn of 1866, in
nearly nll parts of tols Stute, and in the south-
ern part of Nebrusksa aud the weatorn part of
Missourl, Theyare known to bive come from
the vicinity of the Rocky Mounutuins, duo west
of us, and to baye passed over hall thst dis.
tunoe without alighting. They arrived here
early in September. Al the wheat that had
boen sown was snten to the ground at ence, nad
all kown after thelr arvival was destroyed hges
wige, They not ouly ate It down st onoe. but
continued 1o do #o unmiil the erain rotted, and
thelr work was o thoroagh that many Gelds of
from ffteen to sixty mores of us veandfnl and
regular a stand as one would wish 1o see, was
completely annithilared, o0 that not a sinele
blade remained. They deposited thoir eges
everywhers, but more particnlarly on ne wly
plovghed land, A8 soon as the spring oponed
they began to batoh in places most exposed 1o
the sun, and as the warmth became greator
they hatched oul in all loealities, From the
time they wers hatched untll their wings cume
out sufficiently for them to fly, they fed upon
almost every lorm of vegetution, ;lm'im: in
herds, they would devour onlons, cabbage, corn,
polatoes, smariweed, dog-fennc), tansy, ru-
dighes, sprivg wheat, oats, ete,, but did not so
completely destroy any one important crop this
spring &8 they did the whest lust fall, Tae
gprasshopper moves altogether by hopping, for
about #fix weeks, When 1ta wings are ready to
come out,it sheds an entire outer coal and seems
10 expund in an hour or two to a third more
thian 1ts size just previons, After she lding tbis
coat they seem a little gick or clumay, anda move
about somewhat sluggishly, A hittle exposare tu
the sun soon gives them the vse of their wings,
and as soon a8 4 gencril movement is madethey
can fly hondreds of miles without alighting,
During the week ending abont the 4th ot July
the great mass of them took thewr departure in
o portheasterly direction; you may hear ol them
in Iowa and Illinois, and woe to the seclion ol
fhe country they visit! This ia the first time
sinee the settlement of this countiry thut they
have beon known to visivit, and we helteye that
no partol our broad land is secure rom their
TAVAZPR,

Bince these insects have left us we can form
ROMe iden of our prospects for a orop. O spring
wheat but s smaull breadth of ground wus sown
—merely as o last resort—nearly all of which
wis more or less Injured; bot few fields were
totally destroyed, so that of the breadih sown
there la about halli a orop, Of onts about the
same may be suid. 0O potptoes mueh more thnn
usunl were planted, snud although nearly all are
more or less injured, the erop promises well, Ut
corn many did not plaot as much ss they wonid,
through fear of the lnsects, and nearly every
fleld was somewhat depleted by them, but we
have had guch copidus aod Limely rains that aa
abundant crop {& consequently  expected.
Ground intended in the spring for corn, bul
fulled to be planted, is belng largely sown in
buck wheat, 50 that the breadil of the pround
devoted to that crop will be unprecedentedly
large. As to its prospects, of course, we can
say nothiong, except that the ground 18 in excel-
lent condition to receive the seed. All kinds of
parden vegetables that were not destroyed are
growing luxuriantly, Of froir, wherever there
14 4 free or bush of proper age it is londel with
fruit of 1ts kind,  Carranis, cherries, plums,
pears, apples, peache<, nod cverything #lag pro-
mise wn aoundant yield,

The preparation tor sowing another crop of
wheat is on quite o large scale, which will ouly
be limited by the difficulty of obtaltng =eca.

tion 1 the Republican Counvention, th gen-
tiemen maoe speeches before the Convention.
INo words puassed belween the purties before
the asssult, ond not a shadow or provocntion
was given, Two of the asailants are of our
first families, and all sare violent Rebels, No
futal injuries were sustained by the partics
assslled. Governor Opr was present during the
Inst of the riot, and advieed peace by urging
the assuiled to retire to their roome. Ratelifie,
the most prominent of the nssallanis, is a bro-
ther of the Chief of Police, The roters were
boisterous till near midnight, when they were
arrested and immedlistely libersted on buil,
Genernl Burton, Post Commandant, was ap-
pealed to this morning, He has the rioters
now undor military arrest, The cotvil autho-
rities are plending for the prisoncrs, snd pro-
mising that they shall be punished, The colored
people sare in o high state ol execitement. Toe

THE CASE OF GEORGE W. WINNEMORE.

Meading of the Death-Warrant to Him
this Morning.

All the efforts that have been mads Lo secure
nnew trial for the marderer of Mrs, Doreas
Magliton hnving falled, Governor Genry yes
terday aMxed his signature to the death-war-
raul of the unforiunste culprit, appointing

Ordor of

Thursday, August 20, as Lhe dey 1or Lhe exocn-

tion,

At the time of the arrival of the death-war-
ot In this elty, Bherill’ Heury U. Howell was
wbheent; bul hissubordiostes, thinkiug it proper
thet the doomed an should be made nos
gualnied at onoe with the near approach of his
fute, this morning visited the prisoner in his
ecil, and In his presence the warrant for his
execution was read by J. E. Balter, jEsq., the
Bhoriil’s Solicitor,

At hall-past 11 o'eclock, Mr. Salter left the
Bherlfl’s ofMoce, accompanied by H, R, Warri-
ner, Esq,, the prisoner’s counssl, and two re-
preuunmt]vea of the press, At the entrunce of
the prison Lhe parly were recelved by Mr,
Thomus Perkiosg, the Superintendent, by whom
they were conducted luto Lhe prisoner's cell,

1. Y, Kligore, 1isq,, the other counsel for the
prisoner, and Mr, Fleming, the prison-kespor,
were jound 1o copversstlon witn Winnemors,
who stood sl the resr of the oell, with bis Linnd
resting on the baok of u cbalr, fiu wias dressed
quite shabblly, the sleaves of his white woollen
shirt belng rotled up above his @lbows, and the
col'ar thrown opon, while his fver were entirely
bure,

Iodeed, the prisoner appeared to have no de-
sire whatever o make a presentable appear-
anee, as his halr was roughily pustied back nnd
his beard anshorn, Hin fuce was pale evon (o
sullowness; but there wus disoernlble no trace
of Interest in bis fate, or in the solemn mission
un which his visitors were bent.

An the parlty entered tue cell, Winnemors
simply moved Lls head, remalnlug In his fivsg
position thronghout the Interview. Alier
the custome ey salutations, Mr, Sulter addressed
the prisoner, spyipe:—"In the absence of the
Sherifl of the oity, I bhave received from the
Governor of the state your death-warrant,
which I wlll now read to you,"

The reading of the warrant followed, doring
which the prisoner, glancing oultat the window
ans uruuug Lis narrow apartment, muottered
“Yos! Yes!" at intervals, But when Mr, Salter
cpme 1o the portion of the warrant referring to
the time of his doom, Wionemore looked the
messenger of deatn stendily in the faoce, yet
without evincing tie slightest emotion,

On concluding the reading of the warrnut,
Mr. Baller sgein spoke to L@ prisoner. *“Win-
nemore,” he spld, “syou have s little less than s
month from this time in which to propate for
the other world.”

To tuis the pri<oner responded by saying:—"1
am prepared for the change atd have been. I
have nolhing to llve for; 1 don’t want to live'

Mr. Salter then Informed the prisoner thut
If he desired anything conslstent with tne rules
of the prison, they would be happy to lat him
bave it. Winnemore replied that be had besn
furnisbed with all he dosirod

In respouse to a quesiion by Mr, Perlcing,
Winonemore sald he dld nof deslre to see any
spiritual adyvigser whatever, Ha had rofused It
u‘lngulller from the begluning, and he wouald
now until toe end,

He also sald that he wished to g0e no one ex-
cept such persons as were brought to him by
his counsel,

Mr. Kllgore then sald:—"In speaking to Mr.
Flemin told him Lhat from the Arst [ had
always Informed Winnemore that he had not
more than ope chance In & hondred for his
life, and although I have my own views,
whieh I have publiely expressed,respecting the
erime, and yet I bavefeltall the while as though
George Wincemore were doomed Irom the
commencement of his trial.”

Mr. Warriner said that the cirounmstances
surrounnding the prisoner at the time of bis
trinl, were of such a uature tnat 1t wonld be
extremealy difficalt for bim to extricate hlm-
self, While convicted, as he thought, contrary
to the de mands of justion, he did not doubt that
the prisoper would bo proved Innocent,

After some further conversntion, Mr. Baltor
informed the prisoner that there wis no posdsls
ble chance for a reprieve, pardon, or poiltpone-
ment ol the execution, to which Winnemore
responded by saylog that lie did not look fore it
at ull, but after he lny in his grave this mardey
will come ont and prove his inoocence, fur he
was entirely lnopocent.

As the party were lanving the call Winnemors
wlated to Mr, Warriner tnat Lthe whole cause of
all bis tronbles had been family difMlealties: und
with this sad cammentary on the fralllty of hu-
manily, the interview tarminataed,
